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The  Internet  in  the  classroom...

There  is  always  much  excitement  in  September  when 
students  and  teachers  return  to  school,  but  this  year  there 
was  even  more  excitement  in  the  two  computer  labs  because 
Selwyn  was  "on-line"  with  the  Internet  and  the  World  Wide 
Web. 

The  Internet  is  a  technology  that  allows  large  and  small 
computers  from  all  over  the  world  to  communicate  with 
each  other  to  share  databases  of  information.  Individual 
users  then  have  access  to  an  enormous  quantity  of 
information  on  almost  any  topic  imaginable. 

The  World  Wide  Web  (WWW)  is  a  part  of  the  Internet 
in  which  users  access  "pages"  containing  text,  pictures,  and 
links  to  other  "pages."  The  links  to  other  pages  are 
numerous  and  are  used  to  navigate  through  the  web  to  find 
more  data  and  information.  Files  can  be  downloaded,  and 
pictures  and  text  may  be  printed  for  later  reference. 

Students  and  teachers  have  put  the  WWW  to  good  use 
to  research  assignments  for  school,  and  they  have  used  it  to 
look  up  information  on  topics  of  personal  interest.  Some  of 
the  topics  that  have  been  researched  include: 


•  newspapers  from  France  and  Germany 

•  Italian  cycling  magazines 

•  data  on  the  Canadian  House  of  Commons 

•  research  on  Saddam  Hussein  and  Iraq 

•  cake  recipes 

•  maps  for  European  and  Asian  countries 

•  sample  programs  for  Pascal  compilers 

•  conference  information 

•  legal  briefs 

•  downloading  computer  utility  programs 

•  the  Shakespearean  theatre  at  Stratford 

•  endangered  animal  research 

Searching  through  the  Web  is  generally  a  straight- 
forward task,  but  it  can  take  time  to  find  the  precise 
information  required.  The  computer  science  courses  have 
devoted  several  classes  to  using  the  different  search  engines 
available,  to  teach  students  how  to  search  for  specific 
information. 

Other  disciplines  are  now  finding  the  web  a  very  useful 
tool  which  can  vastly  reduce  research  time  and  therefore 
create  more  time  for  the  analysis  of  the  information 
gleaned.

T      h      e 
approach    the 
school  has  decided  to 
take  combines  using  a 
restrictive  software  package  with 
education  about  proper  usage  of  the 
Internet. 

The  software  package  that  Selwyn 
House  uses  is  called  Surfwatch. 
Surfwatch  is  installed  on  each 
computer  and  cannot  be  removed 
from  the  computer  without  using  a 
password,  which  is  only  known  by  the 
headmaster  and  the  director  of  the 
Development  Office. 

The  software  is  designed  by  a 
company  in  California  which  "surfs 
the  Net"  daily  in  search  of 
inappropriate  material.  This  company 
then  compiles  a  list  of  such  material 
and  downloads  it  into  their  clients' 
computers.  If  a  student  tries  to  access  a 
page  which  is  on  Surfwatch's  list,  a 
screen  with  the  message  that  this  page 
has  been  blocked  by  Surfwatch  appears 
on  their  computer. 

The  programme  is  not  100% 
effective,  however,  because  the  owner 
of  a  page  that  has  been  blocked  can 
change  the  page's  name,  making  that 
page  accessible  again.  However,  that  is 


why  Selwyn  House  combines 
education  about  Internet  usage  with 
the  software.  We  have  been  teaching 
students  that  if  they  accidentally  come 
across  inappropriate  material,  they 
should  close  that  particular  page  and 
continue  their  pursuit  of  more 
appropriate  information. 

Advocates  of  free  speech  condemn 
software  packages  such  as  Surfwatch 
because  of  censorship  issues.  Last 
month,  students  protested  when 
Rolling  Stone  magazine  was  blocked, 
and  I  was  surprised,  when  conducting 
a  test  to  see  if  the  software  was 
working,  that  a  page  about  HIV  and 
safe  sex  was  blocked. 


However,  it  is  impossible  for  a 
teacher  to  be  aware  of  where  20 
students  are  surfing  at  the  same  time, 
and  therefore  it  is  important  to  ensure 
some  safeguard. 

For  every  piece  of  inappropriate 
material  on  the  Internet,  there  are 
millions    of  other   sites    that   are 
informative  and  educational. 
We  hope  that  the  education 
about  the  Net  combined 
with     the     use     of 
Surfwatch      wil 
allow  students

The  Connection

This  summer,  24  Selw)'n  House 
computers  were  connected  to  the 
Internet,  providing  students  with 
fast  access  to  a  wealth  of  knowledge. 
This  connection  involved  much 
technical  planning  which  might 
interest  the  "technologically 
advantaged." 

First,  we  joined  the  computer 
lab,  administration  and  Library 
networks  in  the  Lucas  building  on 
ethernet  which  is  cabling  that  allows 
a  larger  amount  of  information  to 
flow  at  a  much  higher  speed. 

Those  networks  are  joined 
through  the  Development  Office's 
Novell  server,  which  also  separates 
the  administration  network,  to 
restrict  access  and  prevent  students 
from  accessing  their  grades  or  other 
sensitive  material. 


Through  the  Novell  server,  the 
networks  reach  the  Gandalf  router, 
which  is  the  key  to  organizing  and 
sending  data  to  our  Internet 
provider,  MegaWeb.  The  wiring 
that  connects  us  to  our  provider  is 
leased  from  Bell,  and  is  called  an 
ISDN  (Integrated  Services 
Digital  Network)  line.  This  ISDN 
line  transfers  information  at  64k 
which  is  twice  as  fast  as  the  highest 
speed  modems  sold  in  stores  at 
this  time. 

Our  provider  has  its  own  router 
which  is  connected  to  the  Internet 
through  a  Tl  line,  which  is  even 
faster  and  allows  for  even  more 
traffic  than  our  ISDN  line. 

Next  year,  we  hope  to  join  both 
buildings  with  fiber  optic  cables  and 
ethernet  to  provide  full  access  to  the 
Internet  anywhere  in  either 
building. 
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New  After-School  Programme 
attracts  lots  of  attention

The  After-School  Programme  has  been  restructured  this 
year,  with  a  new  co-ordinator,  Miss  Gayle  Jewer,  and  a 
variety  of  new,  interesting  extra-curricular  activities  designed 
to  offer  something  for  every  boy. 

The  new  After-School  Programme  is  available  to 
students  in  Maternelle  to  Grade  4  and  provides  daily  extra- 
curricular enrichment  activities,  homework  supervision,  and 
play  and  recreation. 

Each  afternoon,  from  3:15  P.M.  to  4:15  P.M.,  students 
participate  in  an  organized  activity,  such  as  photography, 
karate  or  drama.  Each  activity  is  taught  by  qualified 
instructors  in  the  hope  to  enrich  and  enhance  the  student's 
experience  at  Selwyn  House  School.  The  extra-curricular 
activities  are  included  as  part  of  the  After-School 
Programme;  however,  they  are  available  to  all  of  the 
Elementary  School  students. 

From  4:15  RM.  to  5:00  PM.,  the  students  in  the  After- 
School  Programme  are  grouped  according  to  grade  level  for 
a  session  of  structured  homework  supervision  and  academic 
enrichment  activities.  Qualified  teachers  provide  the 
students  with  individual  assistance  in  completing  their  daily

assignments.  Miss  Brenda  Hardy  is  a  recent  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Maine  at  Presque  Isle  where  she  received  her 
teaching  certificate.  Mr.  Dion  Joseph  has  returned  from  his 
trip  across  Canada  with  Generation  2000.  He  is  currently 
pursuing  a  B.  Ed.  at  McGill  University. 

Many  parents  expressed  the  need  for  some  assistance  in 
dealing  with  the  homework  demands  of  the  Grades  5  and  6 
immersion  years.  In  response  to  this,  we  have  introduced  a 
new  homework  supervision  programme  specifically 
designed  for  those  students. 

Qualified  French  teachers,  Marie-Andree  Turzansky, 
Gloria  Cote  and  Marie-Andree  Tousignant  assist  the 
students  with  their  homework  assignments  and  provide 
organization  and  study  skills. 

The  final  hour  of  the  day  is  a  time  for  the  students  to 
enjoy  age-appropriate  organized  games  and  activities  such  as 
arts  and  crafts,  computer  play,  cooking  lun  and  science 
experiments. 

The  programme  has  received  an  overwhelming  response 
from  parents.  The  year  has  started  off  with  great  success, 
and  we  hope  to  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  Selwyn 
House  families  and  encourage  the  students  to  pursue  diverse 
interests. 
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Beating  the  West  Island  traffic

"Back  to  School"  for  some  means 
coming  up  with  creative  modes  of 
transportation  and  travel  schedules. 
This  year,  however,  brings  a  new  mode 
of  transportation  for  13  Selwyn  House 
students  living  on  the  West  Island.

Bus  transportation  from  the  West 
Island  is  a  new  endeavour  which  was 
brought  about  to  respond  to  students' 
transportation  difficulties.

$120/month.  The  bus  begins  its  pick- 
ups at  6:55  A.M. 
and  offers  two 
afternoon  runs, 
an  early  bus  at 
3:15  and  a  late 
bus    at     5:10 
P.M. 

O  f 
course,  as 
with  any 
new 
venture, 
there  have 
been  some 
growing  pains.  Arrival  and 
departure  times  have  been  scheduled 
and  re-scheduled  in  order  to 
accommodate  the  different  schools.

For  the  last  twenty-five  years,  the  American  artist  Faith 
Ringgold  has  told  visual  stories  about  her  life.  She 
began  as  a  painter,  but  then  developed  her  own 
unique  form  of  expression,  the  "story  quilt."  Her  art 
is  imaginative,  lively,  and  humorous. 

In  her  book.  Tar  Beach,  Ringgold  expands  on  the 
story  of  a  quilt.  She  tells  the  story  using  richly  coloured 
illustrations,  bordered,  like  her  quilts,  with  fabric 
patterns.  The  story  is  of  a  young  girl,  Cassie  Louise 
Lightfoot,  growing  up  in  New  York  City.  She  dreams  of 
flying  from  the  rooftop  -  her  mother  calls  Tar  Beach  -  out 
over  the  city,  claiming  to  own  the  George  Washington 
Bridge. 

My  Grade  4  students  responded  to  the  story  and 
her  art  with  great  enthusiasm.  We  focused  on  the 
idea  of  flying,  discussing  Ringgold's  lines,  "....it's  very 
easy,  anyone  can  fly.  All  you  need  is  somewhere  to  go 
that  you  can't  get  to  any  other  way.  The  next  thing 
you  know,  you're  flying  among  the  stars." 

The  boys  first  drew  themselves  flying  over  their 


dream  landscapes  using  a  myriad  of  colours.  Then  they 
emphasized  some  areas  of  the  drawings  with  liquid 
tempera  paint.  To  frame  the  paintings,  the  students  used 
patterns  from  wallpaper  books.  The  squares  of  wallpaper 
formed  mats  for  our  display  which  was  called,

Selwyn  House  School  is  proud  to  continue  its 
Echange  Franco-Canadien  with  Les  Cours  Notre- 
Dame  again  this  year.  The  boys  will  leave  on  an 
overnight  flight  for  Paris  on  June  22,  1996,  and 
return  the  morning  of  July  5,  1996.  During  the 
nine-day  stay  with  French  families  in  Rouen,  the 
boys  will  attend  some  morning  classes  with  planned 
educational  activities  in  the  afternoons.  Some  of 
these  activities  include  visits  to  La  Cathedrale 
Notre-Dame,  Le  Palais  de  Justice  et  la  maison  des 
Juifs  et  La  Place  du  Vieux-Marche. 

There  will  also  be  three  educational  day  trips  to 
Honfleur,  Dieppe  and  Neufchatel  en  Bray  where 
the  boys  will  respectively  visit  les  greniers  a  sel,  go 
on  a  two-hour  walking  tour  with  a  private  guide, 
and  partake  in  the  cheese-making  process. 

On  the  morning  of  July  2,  the  students  will 
leave  for  Paris.  During  their  three  day  stay,  they 
will  have  a  guided  bus  tour  of  Paris,  tours  of  the 
Louvre  and  the  Musee  d'Orsay,  and  experience 
an  evening  cruise  on  the  Seine  by  Bateaux 
Mouches  among  other  things. 

In  selecting  the  students  for  the  trip, 
priority  will  be  given  to  those  who  will 
billet  a  French  student  during  his  or  her 
stay  in  Montreal.  Thirteen   French 
students  and    two  French  teachers  will 
be  in  Montreal  the  last  two  weeks  of 
February.  During  their  visit,  they  will 
spend  several  mornings  attending

classes  at  Selwyn  House  and  visiting  different  cultural 

and  educational  organizations  in  the  afternoons.  Some  of 

these  visits  include  the  Biodome,  the  Botanical  Gardens 

and  the  Planetarium  de  Monteal.  They  will  complete 

their  visit  with  a  three  day  trip  to  the  city  of  Ottawa. 

When  I  first  started  French  educational  exchanges  in 

1994,  I  stated  that  my  goals  were  to  ensure  an 

outstanding  French  experience,  to  develop  new  and 

lifelong  friends,  to  understand  a  different  culture,  and 

to  experience  total  immersion  in  French.  Since  then,  I 

am  more  than  pleased  with  the  outcome  of  my  first 

exchange.   Some  Selwyn   House  students   have 

continued  their  friendships  through  correspondence, 

others  have  gone  back  to  Rouen  to  vacation  over  the 

summer  or  have  invited  their  French  friends  to 

Quebec.  One  such  student  is  Lawrence  Moquette.  As 

I  watched  both  him  and  his  French  billet,  Estelle 

Caulier,  converse  freely  in  both  French  and  English 

this  summer,  I  realized  that  their  friendship  was  one 

which  would  last  a  lifetime.  It  is  a  friendship  which  is 

cultivated  by  international  and  intercultural 

influences. 

These  influences  were  also  felt  by  Edward 

Kubow.  Edward  left  to  pursue  his  studies  this 

September  at  the  Lycee  Canadien  in  Nice.  He 

told  me  that,  although  he  felt  a  little  anxious,  it 

was  a  relief  to  know  that  he  had  many  friends 

that  he  could  call  upon  or  visit  in  Rouen.

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Grade  7  explores  Selwyn's  history

The  first  location  of  Selwyn  House 
School,  then  called  Lucas  School, 
named  after  its  founder 
Capt.  Algernon  Lucas,  was  on  Mackay 
Street.  The  building  had  three  floors. 
The  first  floor  served  as  living  quarters 
for  the  staff,  and  the  other  two  were 
used  for  teaching.  The  basement, 
which  at  first  was  used  as  a 
gymnasium,  was  later  turned  into  a 
dinning  hall. 

After  Mr.  Lucas  retired,  a  new 
headmaster,  Mr.  Colin  Campbell 
Macaulay,  was  appointed. 
Mr.  Macaulay  was  a  former  classmate 
of  Mr.  Lucas'  from  Selwyn  College  in 
England.  Mr.  Macaulay  renamed  the 
school  after  this  college. 

After  17  years,  Mr.  Macaulay 
appointed  Mr.  Geoffrey  H.J.  Wanstall 
to  replace  him.  Mr.  Wanstall  was 
headmaster  between  1929  and  1945. 
In  that  time,  the  school  moved  from 
Mackay  Street  to  Redpath. 

In  1945,  Mr.  Wanstall  died,  leaving 
the    school    without    leadership. 


Fortunately,  the  loyalty  of  former 
students  helped  make  Selwyn  House 
operational  again.  A  new  headmaster, 
Mr.  Robert  A.  Speirs,  was  appointed. 
He  served  from  1945  to  1971,  during 
which  time,  Selwyn  House  relocated 
once  again  from  Redpath  to 
Westmount.  The  second  building  was 
only  purchased  in  1984. 

After  Mr.  Speirs  finished  his  tenure 
as  headmaster,  Mr.  Alexis  S. 
Troubetzkoy  was  hired.  This 
headmaster  broke  the  chain  of  English 
headmasters,  he  was  Russian. 
Mr.  Troubetzkoy  served  from  1971  to 
1981. 

In  1981,  Mr.  Manion  took  over. 
He  left  in  1984,  bringing  us  to  the 
current  headmaster,  Mr. 
William  Mitchell. 

Many  successful  men  have 
graduated  from  Selwyn  House  since  its 
beginning.  The  school  has  one  of  the 
best  sports  programmes  in  Montreal, 
which  is  proven  by  the  numerous 
trophies,  awards  and  plaques  presented 
to  students,  coaches  and  teams  that 
align  our  hallway.

Gambling  with  our  future... 

Selwyn  House  students  express  concern  about  the  referendum 

ALTHOUGH  THEY  ARE  TOO  YOUNG  TO  VOTE,  FIVE  STUDENTS  IN  GrADE  8  DECIDED  TO 
VOICE  THEIR  OPINIONS  REGARDING  THE  REFERENDUM.  ThEY  FEEL  THAT  ADULTS  ARE 
MAKING  AN  IMPORTANT  DECISION  THAT  WILL  MOSTLY  AFFECT  THEIR  FUTURE,  AND 
THEREFORE,  THESE  ADULTS  SHOULD  BE  AWARE  OF  THEIR  NOTIONS  ABOUT  THE  MATTER- 


'^O 
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We,    the    youth    of    Quebec,    wish    to 
communicate  to  the  public  our  notions 
regarding  the  referencium.  Are  the  children 
to  be  seen  and  not  heard,  or  will  the 
separatists  stop  to  heed  the  voices  of 
those  whom  they  affect?  We  are  the 
children,  those  who  do  not  possess  the  right  to  vote  on  our 
fiiture.  As  it  is  the  adults  who  are  determining  our  future, 
we  feel  the  urge  to  speak  for  our  beliefs.  In  the  long  run,  it 
is  not  our  predecessors  but  we,  the  successors,  who  will 
bear  the  consequences  of  this  decision.  A 
referendum  is  a  decision  made  by 
the  people.  Are  the  children  not 
people?  Are  we  not  the  ones  who 
will  inherit  this  land? 

M.  Parizeau  stated  that  this  land 
"beats"  in  French.  However,  how  can 
this  land  not  beat  with  the  hearts  of 
the  Native  Americans  or  the  English 
too?  Does  no  one  other  than  the 
separatists  possess  a  heart?  The 
population  will  plummet  if  Quebec 
becomes  a  sovereign  country.  It  will 
plummet  due  to  devastated  economy  and  a 
devalued  dollar.  From  a  dynamic,  progressive 
society,  we  will  become  tragic,  inward-looking  people. 
A  quarter  of  Canada's  economy  is  based  on  Quebec's 
resources.  Separation  will  harm  not  only  the 
interests  of  the  separatists,  but  also  the  country  of 
Canada  as  we  know  it.  Just  the  announcement  of  this 
referendum  caused  the  value  of  our  dollar  to  drop 
abruptly.  Can  anyone  imagine  just  how  much  this 
effect  will  be  magnified  should  we  separate?  Should  we 
separate,  we  will  not  become  self-sufficient  as  M.  Parizeau 
and  his  compatriots  forecast,  but  we  will  become  isolated 
from  and  dependent  on  strong  neighbours.  We  will  have  to 
rely  on  ourselves  as  their  support  is  not  guaranteed.  We  will 
not  be  citizens  of  Canada,  and  will  not  have  free  access  to  its 
jobs  and  markets.  Those  who  believe  that  a  societ)'  bearing  a 


loss  of  population  will  benefit  from  a  great  deal  of  new 
employment  openings  are  wrong.  Arguably,  many  of  our 
best  workers  will  leave.  Quebec  will  suffer  from  this  loss  of 
talent.  We  would  like  to  clarify  any  misconceptions.  We 
wish  to  say  that  the  country  of  Quebec  will  not  be 
"Utopia."  M.  Parizeau  spoke  of  "reaping  our  harvest" 
in  his  bill.  If  there  are  fewer  seedlings,  the  harvest  will 
not  be  as  bountiful. 

We  wish  to  ask  those  who  support  separatism, 
'Why  must  we  separate?'  We  are  obviously  so  near- 
sighted as  not  to  see  what  will  be  gained  from  this 
sovereignty.  What  is  going  to  be  achieved?  We  will 
be  a  smaller  isolated  country.  Does  anyone  know 
what  type  of  government  we  will  have?  Does 
anyone  know  how  we  are  going  to  benefit?  We 
will  lose  a  strong  economy,  we  will  lose  currency 
value,  we  will  lose  open-mindedness,  we  will 
lose  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  being  a 
Canadian,  and  we  will  ultimately  lose  our 
distinct  culture.  Change  is  desirable,  but 
change  blind  to  consequences  is  dangerous. 
In  Canada,  our  population  has  already 
changed.  We  have  evolved  into  our  own 
culture.    Quebec    is    a    hybrid, 
benefiting  from  the  best  of  both 
worlds.  Quebec  does  not  "beat" 
in  French,  nor  in  English,  nor 
in  any  native  language.  We 
"beat"     of    an     entirely 
d  i  f  f  e  rent     culture 
composed  of  these.  We 
find  it  woeful  that 
anyone  would  wish 
to  destroy  this.  Life  is  a  chrysalis  -  forever  changing;  forever 
evolving,  but  a  slight  deviation  of  care  as  it  mutates  will  kill 
the  butterfly  that  lies  within.
